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It was Sir j«su Serkar who first propounded the theory 
that out of the eight administrative departments of the Mughal® 
three were religious in nature* Starting from this basic 
postulate a# came to the conclusion that the Mughal State was 
a theocracy* this theory led other historians to ©ver-*©nphasis< 
the influence of the so-called religious departments - Sadarat * 
Pads and ifatiaab - on the general spirit and working of the 
administration* Since most of the assessments were based on 
mere assumptions! a detailed study of the working of these 
departments in the light of the- contemporary literature seemed
